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(54) Title: ADJUSTABLY MOUNTED SPRAY NOZZLE FOR WINDSHIELD WASHER FLUID OF A MOTOR VEHICLE 




(57) Abstract: An adjustably mounted spray nozzle (4) for windshield washer fluid of a motor vehicle is designed to be easy to 
install and adjust. To this end, the spray nozzle (4) has the following features: it has a bearing axis (7) by means of which it can be 
attached to a vehicle in a manner that enables it to pivot about a y-axis of said vehicle; the spray nozzle (4) is provided with an 
adjusting-means element for pivoting about its bearing axis (7); the adjusting-means element is designed to cooperate with an 
adjusting-drive manipulator. 
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
